Several  things  were  accomplished  this  past  year.  At  this  time 
we  will  name  a  few. 

The  transfer  station  was  constructed  and  put  into  operation 
the  latter  part  of  May  and  seems  to  be  functioning  quite  well. 

The  repairs  to  the  foundation  of  the  Town  Office  Building 
were  made  and  this  puts  the  lower  part  of  that  building  in  much 
better  condition. 

We  had  the  property  assessments  and  tax  bills  put  on  to  a 
computor  this  year  which  has  proven  to  be  very  efficient  and 
time-saving. 

Due  to  being  able  to  hold  town  spending  to  a  minimum 
increase  it  was  possible  to  hold  the  tax  rate  at  $18.40,  an 
increase  of  only  20c  per  thousand. 

We  certainly  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  different 
department  heads  and  are  open  to  suggestions  from  anyone  in 
order  to  assist  us  with  our  work.

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LEGISLATURE  REPORT 

Your  Representative  Reports: 

The  legislature  this  past  year  was  called  into  special  session  in 
October  which  lasted  through  June.  We  should  have  completed 
our  work  in  a  month. 

The  budget  that  was  passed  in  the  last  session  had  over  one 
hundred  foot  notes  that  have  the  effect  of  law.  Most  of  these 
were  legislation  that  failed  to  pass  in  the  regular  session.  This 
year  we  were  successful  in  getting  a  rules  change  that  will 
prevent  this  from  happening  in  the  future. 

At  present  we  have  a  work  load  of  1400  bills  and  there  will  be 
close  to  500  bills  from  the  Senate. 

I  have  co-sponsored  legislation  that  will  make  only  one  report 
necessary  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  &  Highways  for 
the  highway  subsidy  monies.  This  will  simplify  the  paper  work 
for  the  Selectmens'  Offices  in  the  towns  and  only  one  report  will 
do  the  job. 

In  my  opinion  we  are  sitting  on  a  time  bomb  in  regards  to  the 
problem  of  energy  and  nothing  is  being  done  about  it  at  the 
federal  level  other  than  to  tax,  conserve  and  create  volumes  of 
rules  and  regulations  that  will  stall  private  enterprises  from 
producing  it.  We  will  be  feeling  the  effects  of  the  gas  shortage 
very  soon.

Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance  to  be  raised  by 
taxation,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $57,000.00  to  operate  and  maintain  the 
Sewer  Department,  in  anticipation  of  income,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  following  sums  of  money  for  the  Repair  of 
Highway  and  Bridges;  Town  Road  Aid  $1,167.85  (and  the  state 
will  contribute  $7,785.63);  Town  Maintenance  Summer 
$65,000.00,  Town  Maintenance  Winter  $59,000.00,  Street  Lights 
$18,000.00;  General  Expenses  and  Road  Oil  $50,215.00, 
Machinery  Maintenance  $21,000.00,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
spend  the  sum  of  $15,131.12  to  be  used  for  the  improvement  of 
highways  and  bridges  plus  an  estimated  sum  of  $9,810.37  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  reconstruction  of  Class 
IV  and  V  highways.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $6,000.00  for  Legal  Expenses,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.

$2,500.00,  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  $718.00,  Upper 
Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  $250.00;  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $18,500.00  for  Social  Security  and 
Retirement  Insurance  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  19.  Be  it  resolved  that  the  Town  Budget  to  be 
adopted  at  future  meetings,  shall  not  exceed  five  percent  (5%) 
over  that  of  the  prior  year  unless  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  voters  attending  the  Town  Meeting. 

In  computing  the  total  budget  to  be  allowed,  costs  included  in 
the  prior  years  budget,  but  not  repeated  in  the  current  budget, 
shall  first  be  deducted  to  reflect  the  proper  net  increase  to  be 
allowed.  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  20.  Be  it  resolved  that  our  representatives  to  the 
General  Court  be  requested  to  support  the  so-called  New 
Hampshire  Proposition  13  Constitutional  Amendment  as 
introduced  in  the  Legislature  by  Representative  George  Wiggins 
in  1979. 

The  proposed  amendment  provides  that: 

1).  State,  County  and  Municipal  budgets  shall  be  balanced 
and  contain  a  one  per  cent  surplus.

2).  A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  membership  of  each  house 
be  required  before  any  sales  or  income  tax  is  established. 

3).  Property  taxes  shall  not  be  increased  by  more  than  5% 
without  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  in  atten- 
dance. 

4).  The  public  debt  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  shall  not 
be  increased  by  more  than  5  %  of  total  public  indebtedness 
without  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  membership  of  each 
house. 

5).  The  public  debt  of  any  county,  municipality  or  other  sub- 
ordinate governmental  unit  shall  not  be  increased  by  more 
than  5%  of  total  indebtedness  without  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
that  unit's  legislative  body  or  qualified  voters  in  atten- 
dance. (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  a  Contingency  Fund,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  for  the  Interest  on  Temporary 
Loans,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $18,370.00  for  payment  of  the  Water 
Bonds  and  $14,179.50  for  Bond  Interest.  $13,750.00  Water 
Department  income  to  be  applied  to  payment  of  the  above 
amount,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $67,500.00  for  payment  of  the  Sewer 
Bond  and  $76,400.00  for  Bond  Interest,  $47,387.00  of  this 
amount  to  be  refunded  to  the  Town  through  a  State  Aid  Grant, 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $500.00  for  the  maintenance  and  updating  of  the 
Town  of  Sunapee  Property  Tax  Map  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  for  water  main  extensions  on 
Garnet  Street  from  Chalmers  to  White  Shutter,  1600'  with  2 
hydrants,  this  is  to  replace  old  3"  galvanized  line,  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $20,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
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Act  of  1972  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  water  improvements  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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SUNAPEE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Sunapee  Historical  Society  had  another  busy  and 
successful  year  in  1978.  Our  major  fund  raising  enterprise  was 
again  the  Annual  Crafts  and  Antique  Fair  held  at  the  School 
Gym  in  July  under  the  very  efficient  direction  of  Mrs.  Louella 
Laro.  We  realized  a  net  profit  of  over  $900  from  this  event.  Our 
special  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Laro  and  the  many,  some 
non-members,  who  worked  to  make  the  Fair  a  profitable  day 
for  all.  Plans  are  going  ahead  for  this  years  Fair,  again  in  July. 

Another  important  achievement  was  finding  a  place  the 
Society  can  use  for  storing  and  exhibiting  its  many  artifacts. 
Through  the  generosity  of  the  Sunapee  School  Board  we  now 
have  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  old  Industrial  Arts  room  in  the 
elementary  school.  We  are  in  the  process  of  readying  this  area 
for  occupation.  Any  help  would  be  greatly  appreciated.  It  is 
important  that  all  of  our  artifacts  and  documents  be  safely 
stored  in  one  area. 

We've  also  had  some  interesting  meetings  this  year,  including 
movies  shown  by  Frank  Morse,  of  the  Ben  Mere  razing  and 
another  showing  slides  of  old  Sunapee,  including  many  of  the 
steamers.  This  was  presented  by  Joe  and  Charles  Hill.  We  hope 
to  continue  this  format  with  everyone's  continued  cooperation. 
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SUNAPEE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  spring  of  1978,  the  water  department  installed  approx- 
imately 6,447  feet  of  new  plastic  water  main  on  Garnet  Hill 
and  800  feet  at  Burkhaven.  This  replaced  the  old  galvanized 
main  that  was  obsolete  in  size  and  used  beyond  it's  life 
expectancy,  also  creating  a  great  deal  of  repair  and  expence.  We 
should  continue  with  this  program  untill  all  existing  galvanized 
main  is  replaced  with  plastic  or  permanent  year  round  service. 

In  the  spring  of  1979,  we  propose  to  replace  1600  feet  of  3" 
galvanized  main  on  Garnet  St.  to  White  Shutter  Association 
with  8"  main  and  two  fire  hydrants.  This  will  provide  year 
round  service  and  fire  protection  as  well  as  additional  user's  to 
our  system.  Due  to  the  cost  of  digging  up  and  replacing  the 
pavement,  it  would  not  be  practical  or  cost  effective  to  replace 
that  section  with  plastic  main. 

The  Water  department  sandblasted  the  front  of  River  Road 
pump  station  to  remove  the  paint  from  the  brick  and  painted  all 
exterior  wood  work  including  the  flag  pole.  Ground  work 
included  a  new  lawn. 

The  N.H.  State  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission has  requested  that  the  Town  of  Sunapee  comply  with 
the  safe  drinking  water  act  and  up  date  the  1968  water  study 
program.  The  study  will  include  Sunapee  &  Georges  Mills  and 
will  determine  if  water  treatment  other  than  chlorination  will 
be  needed.  The  study  will  include  cost  estimates  for  water 
improvement  if  needed. 

The  N.H.  State  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control 
Commission  has  requested  that  the  Town  of  Sunapee  enforce 
regulation  number  5  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
September  28,  1899.  This  regulation  states  that  no  person  will 
bathe  or  swim  in  said  Lake  within  one  fourth  mile  of  where 
water  is  taken  for  a  public  drinking  water  supply. 

The  Town  of  Sunapee  will  enforce  this  regulation  in  1979  and 
all  violators  will  be  prosecuted  to  the  extent  of  the  law. 

The  boundry  will  extend  from  the  harbor  to  the  southerly  side 
of  John  McGrath  boat  house  on  Lake  Ave.  and  from  the  harbor 
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to    Horace    Van    Dorn    on    Garnet    Street.    No    bathing    or 
swimming  will  be  allowed  in  this  area. 

The   Water    &    Sewer    Commission    has    regular    scheduled 
meetings  the  last  Thursday  of  the  month.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE 
WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 

Steve  LaDuke  was  hired  in  April  this  past  year  to  fill  an 
opening  within  the  Sewer  Department.  Since  his  hiring,  Steve 
has  completed  a  training  course  and  taken  the  State  exam  for 
grade  I  Treatment  Plant  Operator,  and  passed  in  the  top  10% 
of  his  class.  He  received  his  Operators  License  in  January  of 
1979.  Dennis  Wells  has  assumed  the  duties  of  Chief  Plant 
Operator. 

Wastewater  Plant 

In  general,  the  Plant  has  been  operating  very  well.  There  have 
been  minor  maintenance  problems  to  contend  with,  primarily 
due  to  aging  mechanical  equipment.  These  replacement  parts  are 
a  necessity  and  sometimes  very  costly. 

This  is  our  second  year  with  using  the  fabricated  cover  over 
the  rotor  aerator,  and  its  working  extremely  well. 

Pump  Stations 

All  stations  are  operating  very  well  with  only  minor 
maintenance,  again,  increasing  primarily  due  to  age. 

We  have  added  several  new  sewer  connections  throughout  the 
town.  All  new  connections  will  help  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Plant.

Suzanne  McCloskey,  who  served  the  board  most  efficiently  for 
five  years  and  as  chairman  last  year,  completed  her  term  in 
January  and  the  board  voted  me  the  chairman.  John  Schweitzer 
also  served  the  board  well  and  we  were  sorry  that  he  had  to 
resign  for  personal  reasons.  We  hope  that  he  will  consider 
becoming  a  member  again  in  the  future. 

Mary  Engelstad  and  Edward  Karr  are  new  members  to  the 
board  and  we  find  them  conscientious  and  hardworking  ones. 

We  are  requesting  $  900.00  for  our  budget  this  year.  Because 
1977  was  a  slow  year,  we  asked  for  and  received  $  700.00  last 
year.  But  because  activity  has  picked  up,  we  have  reverted  to 
the  $  900.00.  The  major  expenses  to  the  board  is  the  certified 
letters  and  the  ads  which  must  be  paid  for  with  each  open 
hearing.  All  monies  received  by  the  board  is  turned  over  to  the 
town  treasurer  as  revenue  to  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

This  year  the  Recreation  Committee  sponsored  three  boys 
Little  League  teams,  two  girls  softball  teams,  and  two  Babe 
Ruth  teams.  New  uniforms  were  provided  for  the  Babe  Ruth 
team.  A  new  backstop  was  erected  at  the  Rt.  11  ball  field  and 
work  was  done  on  the  infield  area  of  Dewey  Field. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  floating  raft  was  purchased  and 
installed  this  past  summer  at  Dewey  Beach.  The  house  at  the 
beach  was  stained  and  a  railing  and  an  eating  counter  were 
added  to  the  porch.  Necessary  life  saving  equipment  and 
instructional  materials  for  swimming  lessons  were  purchased. 
Various  out-door  games  were  provided  for  leisure  use  at  the 
beach.  Approximately  one  hundred  children  of  residents  and 
taxpayers  received  swimming  lessons.  Building  materials, 
hardware  and  stain  for  fifteen  picnic  tables  has  been  purchased 
and  stored  for  assembly  this  spring.  These  tables  will  be 
replacements  for  and  additions  to  the  existing  tables  at  Dewey 
and  Georges  Mills  Beach.  Due  to  overcrowding  by  transient 
swimmers  and  picnicers,  the  committee  decided  to  reserve  the 
town  swimming  areas  for  residents  and  taxpayers  only  during 
the  weekends.  This  trial  policy  was  successful  and  apparently 
acceptable  to  the  community. 

The  committee,  mainly  through  the  efforts  of  numerous 
volunteers,  undertook  the  task  of  providing  a  much  improved 
and  more  extensive  ice  skating  area  at  Rt.  11  field.  Lighting  for 
evening  skating  and  a  warming  hut  are  included  in  our  plans  for 
the  new  rink. 

At  this  time  the  committee  wishes  to  thank  all  of  the 
volunteers  who  make  our  recreational  programs  possible.  A 
special  thanks  goes  to  Reta  Morse  who  resigned  from  this 
committee  in  January  1978  after  serving  many  years  as  an 
active  and  devoted  member  of  the  Recreation  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  30  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is 
recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to 
prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  more  than  1,800  Deputy 
Wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester 
to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this 
effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one- half  the  cost  of  forest  fire 
suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations, 
within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State 
funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to 
suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest 
fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year 
or  both. 

Remember,  only  you  can  prevent  forest  fires!

Department  answered  a  total  of  51  alarms  including  mutual  aid 
calls  to  neighboring  towns.

1978.  The  ambulance  service,  the  vehicles  and  the  crew  members 
are  all  licensed  with  the  state  and  meet  all  regulations.  The 
members  are  licensed  "Emergency  Medical  Technicians,"  and 
Advance  Red  Cross  members. 

Coverage  to  the  area  towns  has  continued  this  year.  Each 
town  that  we  have  covered  with  service  has  helped  to  support 
the  ambulance  service  with  tax  assistance  based  on  population 
at  $2.00  per  head.  The  ambulance  service  hopes  to  continue 
service  to  all  communities  in  our  area  again  in  1979. 

The  ambulance  service  has  also  responded  to  all  major  fires,  in 
all  communities.  This  is  added  protection  of  life  and  limb  to  all 
concerned.

PROGRAM... 

Both  the  Elementary  and  High  School  have  had  busy  and 
productive  years.  Curricula  studies  are  on-going.  Special 
emphasis  has  been  given  to  co-ordinate  the  programs  at  both 
schools  and  provide  a  better  carry-over  into  the  secondary 
school  of  the  work  that  has  gone  on  in  the  grades.  This 
transition  is  never  easy  but  continued  cooperation  of  both 
teaching  staffs  can  result  in  a  smoother  process  for  the 
students. 

EVALUATION... 

At  the  High  School,  committees  are  hard  at  work  for  the 
preparation  that  is  necessary  prior  to  the  three-day  visitation 
next  year  from  representatives  of  the  New  England  Association 
of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  is  the  process  for 
gaining  membership  in  and  approval  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  The  staff  is 
giving  many  extra  hours  to  this  educational  experience. 
Approval  can  be  granted  for  a  one  to  ten  year  period. 

HANDICAPPED... 

The  staff  is  working  to  comply  with  the  federal  and  state 
mandates  under  P.L.  94-142.  Pupil  Placement  Teams  function 
at  both  schools  with  the  task  of  providing  an  Individual 
Educational  Plan  (I.E. P.)  for  each  student  coming  within  the 
confines  of  the  law.  Presently,  Sunapee  has  only  one  student 
assigned  an  out-of-District  placement. 

ACCOUNTABILITY... 

Under  state  mandate,  we  are  continuing  to  work  to  develop 
an  Accountability  Plan  for  Sunapee.  Student  outcomes  will  be 
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determined  (tested)  in  at  least  the  areas  of  English,  Language 
Arts,  Mathematics,  United  States  History  and  Government, 
and  New  Hampshire  History  and  Government.  Testing  will  be 
done  at  three  levels  —  elementary,  junior  high,  and  high  school. 
You  will  be  apprised  of  the  results. 

CONCLUSION... 

Sunapee  has  developed  a  smooth  operating,  effective  school 
system.  Citizen  support  has  been  adequate  to  make  this 
possible.  Your  interest  and  pride  is  appreciated.  May  our  efforts 
continue  to  merit  your  support. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  passing  of  David  Cheney.  He  was  a 
devoted,  dedicated  and  humble  person  who  served  the  Sunapee 
Schools  far  beyond  the  call  of  regular  duty.  We  were  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  his  faithful  services  for  so  many  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPAL 

The  enrollment  of  the  elementary  grades  1  -  6  seems  to  be 
stabilizing  around  186  students.  A  major  problem  continues  to 
be  dealing  with  the  uneven  way  that  enrollment  is  distributed 
among  the  six  grade  levels  and  eight  teachers  who  are  available 
to  teach  them.  To  solve  this  problem,  combination  grades  will 
continue  to  be  used  to  insure  that  no  single  classroom  is 
overcrowded.  Each  year  teachers  go  through  a  painful  process  of 
weighing  the  pros  and  cons  of  various  combination  grade 
apportionments.  Of  necessity  the  final  grade  apportionment  is 
an  attempt  to  provide  the  best  classroom  situation  for  the 
greatest  number  of  pupils. 

The  elementary  curriculum  continues  to  be  very  strong. 
Latest  standardized  test  results  indicate  that  Sunapee 
Elementary  pupils  are  often  performing  significantly  above  the 
national  average.  It  is  also  important  to  note  that  our  test 
scores  are  as  strong  as  or  stronger  than  they  ever  have  been. 
This  can  be  attributed  to  the  excellent  support  given  to  the 
school  by  parents  and  the  community,  and  also  to  the 
continuous  work  done  by  the  faculty  to  keep  programs  strong. 

The  key  to  a  successful  school  experience  for  pupils  is  to  have 
parents,  teachers,  and  community  members  all  working 
together.  I  would  like  to  urge  everyone  to  take  advantage  of  the 
many  opportunities  offered  to  them  to  participate  in  their  school 
and  to  share  in  the  educational  process.  We  hope  to  see  you!
